But, if you caught Et, say at 2:13 & got ID at 2:15 & tnkhen it went off, 

it could almost safely thus be listed as "2:00-2:15" in the next f/e list 

but just "2:15" doesn't tell us too much - see wmt me mean? MAIS OUI! 


BAY WE offer a couple of opinions on why perhaps some stations seem so 
modnebent to verify these days? 
MAY WE wonder out loud if one cause might be a lot of "tentative™ reports 
without tmiueh validation as to the reasons behind sending it in the first 
place? For-example, if you happen to hear "Chicago" mentioned on 1240 
kilog cles at midnight, it doesntt justify sending. tehtavie reports to... 
“WCRW, WEDC, & WSBC!°~ More than likely, if no ID was heard, then little 
nrogram data was probably heard as well, - : 
MAY WE wonder out loud if those who ask many "whos" in their Musings “in 
this and other Club publications, send reports to a station if somebody 
tells them who he thought it might have been? 
MAY WE also wonder if those who report hearing a station, say from 11:01 
to 11:02, also sent a one-minute report to that station? The station 
more than likely will toss such a "report® into the waste basket - or at 
least,they shovild! MAIS our! : 
MAY WE recall the many "No info" reports we have seen? I received a big 
boxfull of such from WFBR, sent by Rick Marr. Most of them were some- 
thing like this "T heard music, ® llw ed by wan announcement - please ver- 
ify."

Surely nobody in the NRC sends out such "reports" but could it be that 
the stations are getting fed up with all DxXers because of these amateur- 
ish letters and cards? In mo st cases,the personnel at the station are 
not DxXers n@ are they DxX-minded, and they may have become disenchanted 
with all DXers because of this influxg of "kid" reports. HATS OUI! 
MAY WE just recall a couple Bf instances wre re someone reporte? a station 
coming in "loud & clear" and yet they had the call letters wrong, like 
giving the calls the station use’? over a yeur ago? Now, if you were the 
CH at that station, would you believe his station came in loud & clear 
when-the -'DXer"-dtdn'+t-even- know the-calls-had -been-chenred-over—a_year- 
ago? It mears he never did hear the Station ID, but instead, was DxXing 
out of the loglook - and an old old one to boot, MAIS OUL!

To ask not only for verification, but also to ask for.Surveys, Postcards, 
Coverage Maps, Schedules, etc, makes you look as though you have the.

We suggest - ask fa verifi- 
cation, and settle f@ that, for tm t's what the hobby is all about.

NOTES ON THE VOICE OF AMERICA TRANSMISSION ON 960k. 
-by Gordon P, Nelson, National Radio Club 
For quite a few months Eastern DXers have been reporting reception of an unID YOA sta- 
tion late at night on 960k, Many thecries as to the identity of thie station have 
been proposed; spurious pickup of Greenville; MV transmission from Greenville; Z¥B1 

(Bermuda) relay; operation from Sante Domingo w/the prtable XR formerly in operation 
from the Keys; etc. An NEC member has reported that the VOA refused to provide him w/ 
detaiis about this station & an IRCA member recently reported hearing ZFB1 at the same 
time as the VOA which supposendly ruled out the Bermuda Theory. 

Itva spent several months working on this station & I've come to the following conclus- 
ions: ZFB1, PembrOke, Bermuda, is the station involved; they transmit VOA programing 
from Llpm to 2:30am,. The station that is actually relayed ia the VOA Greenville XR on 
59S5k. Tas IRCA report to the effect that ZFB1l is heard simultaneously is in error. 
These conclusions are drawn from the following evidence: 

1) Bach evening 2FB1 frequently dominates 960 before llpm bué has never been heard 
past lipm, The VOA programming is likewiee well heard nightly but never before lipm. 
Z2FB1 programming is not heard between llpm & 5:®0am even on MM when the cHannel is al- 
most clear. 

2) After CKWS- s/off @ 1:35 on Mu, Z2FB1/VOA & CHNS dominate the frequency & replicable 
direction finding becomes possible, On threes Mus I have been aple to get a total of 
37 eood DF measurerents; the mean bearing missed Hamilton, Bermuda, by 8/7 miles (to 
the $ &2W) & the same bearing was measured on each of these MMs. ‘The DF equipment & 
techniques used have been described in previous NRC bulletins; a subaGdible netrodyne 
mull detector was an erecaute necessity due to the presente of CHNS & others at the 
time of measurerent. 

3) On 2/28 ZFB1 was well received just prior to llpm; shortly thereafter the VOA was 
in turn well heard until Greenville s/off * 2:30am (Greenville SW earrier cut immedi- 
ately). The carrier on 950 remaired on however as evidenced by the fact that the 1,3 
eps SAH between CONS & ZFB1 remained visible. At the instant the Greenville SW carriexz 
was cut, & strong jameing signal became audible on 960k although no new carriers came 
on, This indicates-that ZFB1 left both SW receiver & their XR on, presumably wmattend- 
ed. DF on the jammimg audio was identical to that fo the VOA carrier on 960: ZFBi is 
continued broadcasting the aido from the SW jammer until 4:51 when the nginser turned 
off the SW RX, ZFB1 signed on at 5am; the 1.3 cps SAH between CHNS & ZFB1 rewained 
visible the entire time from 10:30pm to bam, thus indicating that the same carrier was 
present the whole time. 

4) The VOA programming heard on 960 is exactly simultaneous only w/VOA Greenville and 
NOT w/what appears to be the same program transmitted from the VOA stations in Targier 
& Liberia on SW. I was extremely surprised to find that the Greenville/ZF81 program 
was not exactly simultaneous w/what appeared to ba the same program on Tangier/Liberie 
at the same time, On occasion Greenville/ZFB1 ran ae much as 1,4 seconds ahead of Tan- 
gier/Liberia; at other times during the broadcast 960 ran as much as le seconds be- 
hind the "relay station" programs, This indicatez the apparent direct relay of Green» 
vilie from Liberia & Tangier is not in fact a direct relay at all. I suspent the pro- 
gram is broadcast to the "relay stations" on SSB ahead of time & that each station 
broadcasts a taped version at the same times. Since tape recorders differ slightly & 
tape stretches, the prograns fell slightly out of synchrony during the 2/5 hour long 
broadcast, But the program on 960 is always exactly simultaneous w/that from Green- 
ville. Furthermore it is possible to determine which Greenville SW frequency is actu- 
ally relayed by ZFB1. 

5) After Greenville SW left theair on 2/28, I searched the various Greenville frequen- 
cies hunting for 4 jammer identical to the jamming audio which was being rebroadcast by 
ZFB1's unattended XR. On 5995 1 found a jammer (sounis Cuban, no CW ID, maybe fos Am- 
er ica-6000) which soundad identical to that being received at ZFB1. I ted the atdio 
from the jamming transmitted by ZFB1 to one oscilloscopes input & the signal fron the 
S¥ jammer to the other input & founi the two janmer audio waveforms were identical. 
Thus I'm certain that WFE1 was relaying the Greenville transmission on 5995k. 

&) For two days during Fab, ZFB1 was not activiely relaying SW tut seamed to be broad- 


casting & tape of an earlier transmission. I suspect ZFB1 was forced to transmit a 

taped broadcast on those nights because technical difficulties prevented & direct relay 

iF, SAH, ete, Were the same as for ZFR1 as reported above Sue these ie days.
